1^ UT a few years after California became one of the 
'-^ States of our Union, Santa Barbara loomed large 
in the eyes of Pacific Coast residents and visitors as 
an ideal resort, both from location and climatic con- 
ditions.

I ' HERE is no resort location in this country, more
